OPPOSITION TO THE IMPERIAL 
POST OFFICE. 


Our native’ correspondent at Peking 
writes that tho Emperor recently re- 
ceived a memorial from the Consor, Hsit 
Tao k'un, in which the lattor complained 
in strong language of the severity of tho ro- 
gutationa of the new dopartment of the go- 
vernment, inaugurated by Sir Robert Hart. 
Following in the footsteps of the Consor 
there camo also a memorial from T'ua 
Chumg-lin, Viceroy of the Two Kuang 
provinces, in which H.E. made the same 
complaints and declared that tho new Post 
Ofticy had dislocated commercial correspond~ 
eucd and, consequontly, trade, the reault 
boing the intense opposition of all who 
havo. suffered through “the harshnoss 
of tho Imperial Post ,Ollico. His 
Majesty handed the two memorials to the 
Tsungli Yamén to report upon, but before 
replying to the Throne tho Yomén asked 
Sir Robert to reply to the memorials in 
a memorial to tha Emperor. Tho result 
yas that Sir Robert received instructions 
to modify and alter many of hig regulations, 
and the point is made to inake the Imperial 
Post Office so work into the views and coun» 
venience of the masses ‘ that nothing in it 
may disturb tho harmony which should 
exist botweon the Governmont ond the 
people of tho country.’ . One of the com- 
plaints made which ia sid to have boan 
the origin of the Canton Viceroy’s sovoral 
denunciations against tho Imperial Post 


owing to the over-zealousness of the sear- 
chers for smuggled correapondence at the 
steamer wharves in the treaty ports, many 
officials of high standing’ have beon made 
the victims of the searchors. 7 
was rosched in Tientsin, A Bpocial Mes- 
sengor (# high Manchu military officer) of 
the Tartar-Genoral and the Hoppa of 
Canton, entrusted with momorials to the 
Throne, was searched upon arsiving at 
Tientsin, and in his luggage were found 
numerous privete lettors from membors of 
tho Tartar-General'’s and other yaméns in 
Canton to frionds. and relations in the 
copital, none of which, however, had 
postage stampe on them. In their oagorness 
to.get everything of this naturo out of the 
Spocial Mossongor’s baggage, the searchers 
broke open the usual boxes containing the 
momorisls to the Throne, and it has beon 
claimed that the memorials in question 
were so handled as to be uttorly unfit for 
presentation to tho Throne. Tho mes- 
songer either poid the lisayy Sine asked of 
him or got security for the ms yinent of the 
sanfe;at any rate he took stcamor the 
next day back: for Canton to report to his 
superior officers instead of roceedin, on 
his journey. to.

can. It is reported in nativo creles that 
the Yaungli Yamén and the Board of 
Revinug are both very‘ much opposed to 
some of the regulations of the Tmperin! 
Chinese Bank, particularly “against Ar- 
ticle IX. It will be woll to refresh tho 
miids of our readers as to what the clauso 
in question is, Article IX reads :—* This 
Bank shall follow the Western custom that 
at cvery gix months, an account of the gen- 
ern] business is to be rendered. Aftora 
dividend of eight per cdat, per annum has 
been pid to the shareholders any balance 
remaining shall be considered as profit. 
Out of this profit, the Directors will docide 
how much is to be set aside us Rovsorve Fund. 
and how much is to bo allowed as bonus 
for the Directors, Managers and Officials, 
The balance then on hund will be divided 
into 10 paris ; 8 parts to ho paid to share- 
holders a3 extra dividend and 2 ports to 
the Government as royalty, for the ponnis- 
sion granted to the Bank for issuing bank 
notes, minting coins, for having all Govern- 
meut funds and business passed through the 
Bank, and fur their protection_and qoneral 
support. After the Reserve Fund has ae- 
cuinutated. to ‘ITs. 5,000,000 it shall he.de- 
cided by the Directors as to whether or nob 
the setting aside of reserve funds should. bo 
discontinued.’ ‘The Peking govornmont 
now wevins to-claim from tho Bank moro 
than the two parts of the profits abave- 
mentioned yy royalty for the permission 
granted to tho Bank, and for. the dep it 
of yovernment funds and the other privi- 
leges enumerated in our article of March 
Mth.
